Sewing Project "Off" Again 
At last month's meeting of the Low- 
er Merion Commissioners, a delegation 
of women, formerly employed on the 
Bryn Mawr Sewing Project at the 
Moose Hall, asked the Board to act as 
sponsor following a shutdown of the 
project for about a month. 

This the Board agreed to do, with 
Stipulations (1) that no funds should 
.be provided by the township, (2) that 
the township would not be required 
to do anything not authorized under 
the township code, (3) that sponsor- 
ship might be withdrawn upon 30 
days' notice, and (4) that the project 
will terminate at once if the Federal 



Government should cease to supply 
the funds. 

The Board sent in its agreement to 
act as the necessary governmental 
sponsor, and the women went home 
happy, expecting to start work in a 
few days. 

Tuesday last the board was informed 
by the WPA authorities at Harris- 
burg that of the towiiship's stipula- 
tions only the second (2) was accept- 
able and that the application as spon- 
sor was rejected. So the sewing pro- 
ject stays closed indefinitely.
